RAIN FALLS AT LOUISVILLE 



WET WEATHER MARS ENJOYMENT OF RACING 
AND REDUCES PATRONAGE. 



Day’s Winners Include Four Favorites and a Second 
Choice — Clierryola Takes a Purse — Gossip of 
the Kentucky Circuit. 



Louisville, Ky., October 9. — Wet weather marred 
llu* prosjavt for good sport at Churchill Downs this 
afternoon and contributed materially towards reduc- 
ing the attendance. The rain began at a most un- 
timely period, shortly after midday, and 1 m* fore the 
starters were called to the i>ost for the opening dash, 
tin- track had lM*en thoroughly soaked. The changed 
c. nditions caused many withdrawals. Bettors fared 
well during the afternoon, four favorites and a sec- 
ond choice scoring for them. Duquesne’s victory over 
.John Griffin 11. in the fifth race was the chief upset. 

< herryola’s victory in the mile and a sixteenth handi- 
cap was popular. Incidentally it marked the first 
win for .1. T. Ireland at this meeting. Other own 
eis to score initial successes during the afternoon 
were ,1. B. Respcss and J. C. Culm, who won re- 
spectively with Water Welles and Mockler. Mr. 
Respess is reported to have made a handsome win- 
ning.

— In District Judge Ro- 
lan's court the demurrer to the complaint was sus 
tallied in the case against William Gemmell, charged 
with making and recording a bet on a horse race. 
The defendant was accused of violating the law by 
lM*tting after there had been more than thirty days 

• •f racing this year in Silver Bow County, fifteen days 
on the course of the Butte Driving Club and seven- 
teen days on the track of the Butte Jockey Club. 
The court upheld the contention of the defense that 
there was no violation of the law, and that betting 
on races could Is* conducted legally for thirty days 

• \ieh in as many inclosures as might Ik* conducted in 
u county, so long as the betting did uot exceed thirty 
days in any one inclosure.

PIMLICO WINNERS ARE WELL BACKED. 

Three Purses Taken By Favorites — Ideal Conditions 
Prevail, But Attendance Is Light. 

Baltimore, Md.. October 9. — Well backed horses 
won a majority of the purses at Pimlico this after- 
uoon. Fnstania, Ringmaster and Amalfi were favor- 
ites in their races, while two of the other winners. 
Bounder and Sotemia. did not lack for support. De- 
spite racing conditions that were the next thing to 
perfect, the attendance was light. 

The opening rate, a dash of five and a half fur- 
longs for two- year -olds, furnished t lit? best contest 
of the afteruoon. the finish resulting in a hard 
stretch drive in which Garry just managed to get 
up to win by a head from .Miss Wiggs. 

William Garth showed up a likely jumper in the 
steeplechase in Ringmaster, which won with ease. 
Ringmaster is a three -year-old and he was making 
his maiden effort through the field this afternoon. 
He made practically all of his own pace and had a 
big margin to spare over Lampblack and only three 
of the seven starters finished. 

The Oriole Handicap, tin* feature of the program, 
proved easy for Sotemia. The race was run to suit 
her. MH’ahey. on Owanux, and E. Dugan, ou Fliff 
Edge, taking their mounts under stout restraint for 
the first seven furlongs. It practically .resolved itself 
into a sprint through the homestretch and when 
Sclmttinger moved up with Sotemia, he met with 
little opposition from the others and drew away 
into an easy lead at the finish. 

Jockey (’. II. Shilling rode ovo or the afternoon's 
winners’ Castania and Bounder. Sclmttinger also 
piloted two. Garry and Sotemia. 

Fred Brew and jockey J. McIntyre were among 
i he new arrivals. They came from Spokane, where 
the latter has been riding as a rrec tanee. 

Jockey Deverich. who lias been riding in South 
America, was also an arrival. Deverich formerly 
rode for J. W. O’Neill. He will remain in this 
country during the winter mouths and then will 
return to Peru. Deverich reports that a majority 
of the horses racing in that country are American 
thoroughbreds. 

The stake blanks of the Jamestown meeting were 
distributed this afternoon uml all of the prominent 
horsemen here were liberal in their entries.

— The Maryland State Fair 
Association today entered ou the second week of Us 
meeting. It was Ladies’ Day, and the members of 
the fair sex turned out in such large numbers that 
the largest crowd of the meeting was present, the 
grand stand being packed. 

Helen Barbee was the only successful favorite, but 
several well -backed horses were returned winners. 
Two more books drew in. making nineteen iu all. 
The newcomers were Leo Swatts. who has uot booked 
in quite a time, and Harry Block. 

The handicap at one mile was the day’s feature, 
and it was won by P. S. P. Randolph’s Racquet. 
Bob It. was the best horse in the race and his show 
iug Ordered on the sensational. When the start 
was made, Bob R. propped and for that reason was 
virtually left at the post. He did not appear to 
have a chance,, but Forehand sent him along and he 
gradually made up some of the lost ground and fin 
ished in second place. Had the distance been a lit- 
tle greater, he would have been returned the win- 
ner. as he was running much faster than Racquet 
at the end. Racquet set the pace all the way and 
just lasted to win by three parts of a length. 

The halter men were active during the day and it 
cost the owners of Miss Jonah and idleweiss *305 to 
retain their racers after they had won. There was 
to have been- a novelty race on the program today, 
but it was postponed until Wednesday. 

The Ladies’ Day was such a success that the man 
agement decided to have another next Friday.
